In this 
regard I am going to quote Sir W. Arbuthnot 
formerly consulting physician to King 
of England, and whose opinion on 
this subject entirely agrees 
with my own: “It is a great 
pity that most parents do not 
appreciate the close connec- 
tion between diet and morbid 
enlargement of the tonsils and 
adenoids. The reason is to be 
found in the excessive con- 
sumption of unnatural starchy 
foods.” 

I believe that practically 
100 per cent of all enlarged 
tonsils can be cured by 
dietetic treatment. The cure is quite simple and 
satisfactory in every way if the cause of the 
disease in the tonsils is removed by systematic 
treatment, as these glands will then return to 
their normal size and be clean and healthy. 

To accomplish this rapidly the best plan is 
to forego al! food except fruit juice and water 
until ihe glands have reduced materially in size.

A Day in Canadian History 


This day in 1877 was a red 
letter day in the history of infant 
Winnipeg. It was the day when 
Manitoba's railway history began, 
though Lady Dufferin had on 
September 29 driven the first 
spike of the “Canada Pacific Rail- 
way,” and perhaps that should be 
the first railway milestone. But 
the coming of the locomotive was 
more colorful. In her Journal, 
Lady Dufferin tells of their 
arrival at Fisher's Landing, Minn., 
and adds: “We saw the engine of 
the Canada Pacific Railway. It 
is going to Winnipeg with a train 
of railway trucks, and is to be 
called the Lady Dufferin.” 

Early on October 9 (which had 
been declared a public holiday) 
the news spread that the Selkirk 
was in sight and all the popula- 
tion rushed to the river landing 
to welcome her and the barge on 
which were the Lady Dufferin 
and several flat cars, all decor- 
ated with union jacks, s and 
stripes and streamers of bunting

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The Munitions of War Enquiry 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 

United States Senators, assisted by experts and propaganda 
artists are enquiring into the conditions governing the sale of 
munitions of war. 


Rival sellers of munitions have eagerly jurmped at the chance 
to show up the wickedness of their competitors; each of them 
deplores the methods used by the others. 


Only a minority of the writers of fiction devote thelr time 
and talents to the writing of detective stories and moving pic- 
ture plots. The substantial majority seem to be engaged in 
reporting to the munition manufacturers’ wild tales of influence 
exercised on the great and the near great so as to make sales of 
munition 


These tales—without any investigation of their truth—are 
being given world-wide publicity. A change of this kind made 
against a public man is most difficult to disprove. A chance meet- 
ing with a stranger from a foreign land, to whom ordinary 
courtesies and hospitality may have been extended, bobs up years 
afterwerds in a written report, charging that the occasion was 
one of helping to sell munitions for rewatd. No proof of payment 
is produced. No one knows to whose hands the money stuck. The 
public man is left under a suspicion which cannot be disproved. 


The fact is that munitions of war have been made and sold 
since the beginning of time, The swords of Damascus were not 
a modern invention by any means. 


Any country in the world which can build ships, will buiid 
warships for any other country. Whenever money is to be made 
out of any business, agents will be sent out to compete for that 
business and their reports will be written from the viewpoint of 
showing that they are the most diligent agents in the world 
Selling ammunition nationally calls for meetings with members of 
governments and public officials. The agent's own interests impel 
him to report that he is close to the biggest and best of public 
men, The atmosphere is favorable to the growth of scandals-— 
just as the air of a cellar will grow mushrooms. 


The Senators must know these facts and conditions; and must 
also know that the truth will only be used as a last resort
